WASHINGTON, May 1,— The inquiry 


into '.he prcsi-iil holding of Cuban sugar 
snd Cuban sugar land?, ordered by the 
senate, was begun to<tay by the sub- 
committee on Cuban relations, 1'rcsi- 
dent Henvy 0. Havemoyer, of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining company, was the 
first witness and all of the memb'ois of 
the sub-tommittfo, .Messrs. Plait (Conn.) 
Burnhnin and Teller, were in attendance. 
Senator Patterson 
also 
was 
present. 


Others, present 
with 
Mr. Ilaveuicyer 


were Arthur Donncr, treasurer ot the 
company and Henry 0. Mott, its raw 
t-ngar buyer. All of them were >worn. 
Replying to questions by Senator I'latt, 
Mr. 'l-lavemeycr said his company was 
generally known us the sugar trust and 
Unit its reliiicricvi arc Ideated ui fol- 
lows: In New Jersey, 1; New Yoi'K, 3; 
Mnhsiii-:ii:sclls,l:J; Philadelphia, 2, and 
one in New Orleans. 


"Will you," senator Platt asked, "tell 


the committee how much Cuban sugar, 
if any has been purchased uad is now 
held by your company V 


'••Since rarly in February last we have 


purchased oO.UCH) tons or 230,000 ha;;* or 
about ten days' supply," replied the wit- 
ness. 


"Of that quantity 26,000 tons is now in 


process of shipment from Cuba." 


The prices paid had, he said, ranged 


from $1.75 to .•Jl.ii;), the highest price liv- 
ing paid ou March 13,. and the lowctt on 
April 2-.'. 


"Where do you buy your raw sujjnr?" 
"All over, the world, in Cuba. Java, 


Hamburg, Trieste, the .British West ]n- 
dlrs, South America, wherever siijjar is 
grown," 


"Docs the 30,000 tors you mc-sUio.i rep- 


resent your entire purchases in Cuba 
since the Urn of January?" 


"Xo; we have bought all told W.OOO 


tions of Cuban sugars during the present 
year, or about three-fourths of a month's 
supply, our consumption 
being 
about 


35,000 tons per week.'' 


"Do you control any sugar in Cuba

"None, whatever in any manner."

Continuing Mr. Havemeyer said the 


" entire Cuban sugar crop is about 750,000 


tons hut that much of it has been with- 
held from the market in view of possi- 
ble tariff concessions to be made by con- 
gress. On this account 
his purchases 


had been only about one-third- of t]ie av- 
erage of other .years. On this uccount 
too, the purchases had been made -prin- 
cipally at outsorts, where the storage 
facilities were poor, rather than iit_ Hav- 
ana. The purchases from the tmtports 
had caused most of the shipments to be 
mi'dc from those ports rather than from 
Havana, where the company has about 
4,"),000 tons stored. Tim purclm-sos at the 
outports had caused the sales there to 
be made on a parity wjth the beet 
prices. 


Speaking of the capacity of his com- 


pany he said that it refined1 U5 per cent 
of the American refined product. 


He added that the percentage of this 


company's product compared to the en- 
tire siijtur TOiisuuiptidu of the Unitrd 
Suit's was about ~>0 per cent'.

On the subject of 
the price of Cuban sugar he Said -that 
his company could not determine their 
price. 


"We have," he said, "no control over, 


them whatever; they do not belong to 
us." 


•Cuba has to sol! her sugar in this 


market, hasn't she?" 


-No, that is not Iruc. She can sell in 


England, for instance', if she is desirous 
to do so. England could take the/entire 
Cuban crop." 


Mr. Platt Ihpn asked: "Suppose 'the 


United States should make a ccncession 
of say twenty or twenty-five per 'cent in 
the tariff rates on Cuban sugar, couldn't 
you refuse to buy the Cuban product ex- 
cept at your own .rates and thus secure 
the benefit of the concession?" 


"In no way," was the reply. "Cuba 


would be under no obligations to sell lo 
us, because, as 1 have said, the Cuban 
producers could find other markets.'-' 


'All the duty has been taken r.ff of 


Porto Kican sugar; do you get that su- 
gar any cheaper on that account?" 


"Xot at all." 
"How about the Hawaiian product?" 
"We are under contract for the entire 


:i.)0,OTO tons produced in Hawaii. There 
is no tariff 
on that product, but. the 


price is not affected 
by that circum-

"It has been stated that .in case - the 


suggested concession is jnade the sugar 
trust will be in u position to oblige, pro- 
ducers lo

you will secure the entire benefit of the

"We could not 'oblige' any reduction. 


In case of a concession to Cuban sugar 
the price might .be lowered, say 
0'ic- 


sixtcenth of n cent a pound, but that 
would be nothing as compared to the re- 
duction in the tariff rate, which would 
amount to about one-third of a cent a 
pound. Even so great a reduction as I 
.have mentioned would depend on the ne- 
cessity for marketing and if there should 
be anv pressure of that account the ne- 
cessity would be that of producers and 
would not-be ours/'

UNDER CARS 


Run Down and Fearfully Mangled 


by Freight Train While Crossing 


Track on Her Way to Work. 


LIVED BUT A SHORT TIME 


Died as She Was Being Removed to 


Her Home-Police Ambulance 


Slow in Arriving. 


TRIPPED AND FELL AS SHE 


WAS CROSSING THE TRACK 


Loaded Oil Car Caught Her Before She 


C*ul<l Get Up and Kicapc—Accident 


Occurred Shortly After 7 O'clock 


East of the Plow Worki.

Miss Mabel I. Shaw, aged 24 years, left 


•her home, No. 1016 Center street, "short- 
ly after 7 o'clock this morning, £6r .the 
llorlick Food factory, 
where she was 


employed as stenographer. On the way- 
she met Mis--.es Annie Grocley, B. Emer- 
son anil Mamie Kane. Twenty minutes 
later she hiy under a Chicago, Milwau- 
kee; & St. Paul.freight car. at the Water 
street crossing, just east ol" the ,T. I. Case- 
Plow works, with both legs cut off above 
the knees, hips crushed, body and face 
cut, and bruised. Here slie remained in 
a dying condition for twenty-five min- 
utes", with a large crowd of people stand- 
ing about, all complaining because of the 
delay of the police ambulance in arriv- 
ing. 


Dr.s. F. H. Oarlock and son, local sur- 


geons of the road, were there. 
Under 


thoir instruction.-; Policeman Harms and 
City Marshal Banmstark tenderly picked 
.Uic liorribly jnangled^young- lady: -np; 
placed her on "a stretcjior, Ufted hnr.into- 
thc ambulance" aiuT'sta'rted for.-hcr home. 
On the way she died and was carried 
into the house, which she left only a 
short time before in a happy and cheer- 
ful frame of mind, cold in death. The 
anguish of the poor mother nnd other 
members of the household was 
pitiful, 


the mother 'being completely prostrated 
and is in a critical condition 
from 
the 


fearful shock. 


The 'scone uf the accident is a danger- 


ous one for pedestrians, The

The girls 


saw the cars coming.

state that Miss Shaw and Miss. Groeley 
started and ran diagonally across the 
track, cutting into the street. 


Miss Groeley succeeded in getting 


across in safety, but Miss Shaw tripped 
and fell and the ear loaded with the oil 
•tank, caught her before she could get up 
and get out of the way. 
The wheels 


passed across both limbs and also the 
wheels of three other cars ran over her, 
.her body being,rolled and dragged some 
twenty feet. 


Percy Armstrong 
and others wit- 


nessed the accident. They ran to the 
injured girl, who was still alive but fear- 
fully mangled. Xo one 'attempted 
to 


pick the young lady up, for she was suf- 
fering untold agony and moaning pito- 
ously. 


Word was- lent for the police ambu- 


lance, but it was fully twenty-five min- 
utes coming «nd Fire and Police Com- 
missioner Cape and otlu>rs on the scene 
were wrathy at the delay and spoke 
their minds freely, Mr. Cape stating 
that lie-would make an investigation and 
ascertain Why'there was so much delay. 


When a representative of the Journal 


arrived and spoke to the injured girl, 
•Vhom he had known for yoar.s, she was 
unable to recognize him, and it could be 
seen that she was nearjng \ deatln It 
was n most heart-rending and

, PITTSBURG, May 1.-—May day was 
ushered in with strikes in most of the 
building trades for reduction in hours, 
more wages and adjustment of trade 
conditions. It is estimated that between 
12,000 and 15,000 men are out, tlie trades 
involved being structural iron workers, 
carpenters, brick layers,, sheet 
metal 


workers, slate and tile roofers inside 
electric 
wire workers/ portable 
and 


hoisting engineers and wood and metal 
lathers. The plumbers strike was avert- 
ed by the Master Plumbers meeting last 
night and signing the advance in the 
scale. The strikers will tie up .work on 
all th large buildings in course of erec- 
tion in this city. 


Numbers of the leading architects of- 


the city have stopped the receipt ui es- 
timates on new work and some impor- 
tant contracts, already placed, they Lave 
notified the contractors of indefinite de- 
lay in making contracts. One of the ar- 
chitects today showed specifications on 
work aggregating $10.000,000, which is 
being held'up by the labor trouble. 


On account uf the carpenters strike, 


the largest planing mill operators have 
agreed -to close ihcir shops pending a 
settlement of the trouble. 


Reports received up to noon indicate 


that the number of men out will not ex- 
ceed S,000. A number of iirms have 
signed the various Inidcs organization 
senior and with th'c receptions of the 
carpenters and structural iron workers 
the strikers are not as extensive as ex- 
pected. A' strike' 61 1,500 ice men wa* 
averted"by the principal companies, sigo- 
ing the scale. • 


TEAMSTERS' STRIKE AVERTED. 
CHICAGO, May I.—The truck team- 


sters' strike, which threatened yesterday 
to embrace the 0,000 union teamsters in 
this city was settled tutrny when thu .). 
C. Pennoyer Teaming company granted 
the strikers '15 cent* an hour overtime. 


2,000 OUT AT BUFFALO. 


BUFFALO, N". Y., May 1.—It is esti- 


mated that more than -2,000 skilled la- 
borers,are on strike here today. Most 
of these are carpenters, a f.ew structur- 
al iron workers and the rest plumbers. 
The carpenters who arc 
receiving 30 


cents an hour demand 3iiys- cents; the 
plumbers demand :$3.~>0 per day, an in-, 
crease of 50 cents'nnd the iron workers 
ask for 50 cents an hour. Fourteen con- 
tractors, employing about 450 men have 
agreed 
to pay 
their 
carpenters 37 Vi 


cents. Most of the contractors hove eon- 
ceded the demands of the structural iron 
workers but a. few of the smaller ones 
ore holding out. 


DKMAN DRADICAL CHAXOKS.

Association

and Smelters of America lias sent copies 
ol n. new demand to the United States 
S':eel corporation, the Republic Iron and 
Steel companq, the Bessemer association 
and the independent furnaces.

If tlte de- 
mands of the association arc granted, it

shift. This will mean the employment 
of tidditional keepers, helpers, Wowing 
engineers and fillers, and top fillers where 
electricity is not used. 


BIG STRIKE IN OHIO.

William Tiel of Caledonia Found 


Badly lnjuredxon Rapids Road. 


Had KTldcntly Bepn Thrown or Fallen 


from Hi» \Voson—1« Suffering trom 


Conculilon of tho Brain. 


After-lying at the road side about a 


mile-west of Horlicksvillc on the liapids 
JKoad. in the cold-of last niglit'for over 
'two hours, sulTeririg'from1 concussion of 
the. brain and a terrible scalp- wound, 
William Tic! of Caledonia, was picked up 
by Cald Rogecs from Franksvillc, and re- 
moved 
to a near-by neighbor's 
house 


where Uic injured man's wounds were 
bathed and bis condition made as com- 
fortable as- possible until the arrival of 
a surgeon from this city. 


The man's injuries were pronounced 


very serious, and at about 11 o'clock 
last night he was removed to his home 
about two miles west-of Linwood.

Other physicians we'rc'xUso called and. 


worked over-him the'greater part of.the 
night and his condition was reported .as 
slightlv improved today, though he,, is. 
but partly -conscious 'most'of the tiiue. . 


How the acc-iiient happened cannot be 


learned exactly as Mr/Tiel has,only been 
able to converse but a, little since found, 
lie-came to the city about eleven o'clock 
yesterday morning and sold some butter 
and eggs" at the L. -A.' Pcil grocery on 
Sixth "street. The last heard of him in 
the city he. wns at Mike Wilton's saloon 
on-State street, and appeared to_ have 
been drinking quite 
heavily. Leaving 


Wilton's about S o'clock with his team 
and light wagon he apparently departed 
for home. 


He was only in at the Wilton saloon 


a short time and was unaccompanied. 


This was the last 'heard of him until 


found by Mr. Rogers who was returning 
from the city, lie was' in an unconscious 
condition and covered with blood, Mr. 
Rogers knew Mr. Tiel well and as soon 
as he was able to tie his horses to the 
f<-nce he ran to a neighbor's house near: 
by and secured assistance.

It is believed that the accident was 


due to Mr. Tiel falling into a slumbering 
condition and the horses may have given 
a sudden lunge and he was thrown out 
landing apparently on his head on Ihe 
limestone at the side of the road where 
he was picked up by Mr. Rogers. 


What has become of the team cannot 


be learned, 'but they .apparently, wnnder- 
ed away and are in the custody of some 
farmer awaiting their owners. 


Some are of the opinion that Mr. Tiel

President Havemeyer Denies That 
Island's Product Has Been Bought 


Up or Options Secured. 


SMALL PURCHASES MADE 


Only One Third Those of Former 


Years Because Growers Expect 


Tariff Concessions. 


PRICE OF RAW SUGAR 


FIXED IN HAMBURG 


Hl» Company Unable to Determine What 


Product Will Bring—Cuban Growers 


Could Sell Entire Crop 


to England. 


WASHINGTON, May 1.—The inquiry 


into Uic present holding of Cuban sugar 
and Cuban sugar lands, ordered by the 
senate, was begun today by the sub- 
committee on Cuban relation.-;. Presi- 
dent Henry 0. Havemeyer, of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining company, war, the 
first witness and all of the memb'crb of 
the sub-committee, .Messrs. Platt (Conn.) 
Burnham and Teller, were in attendance. 


z-'enatoY Patterson 
also 
was 
present. 


Others, present 
with 
Mr. Havemeyer 


were Arthur Domicr, treasurer of the 
company and Henry C. Mott, its raw 
sugar buyer. All of them were sworn. 
Replying to questions by Senator Platt, 
Mr. Havemeyer said his company was 
generally known as the sugar trust and 
that its ren.iicric.s arc located as fol- 
lows: In New Jersey, 1; New YOJK, 3; 
Massachusetts.12; Philadelphia, 2, and 
one in .Kew Orleans. 


"Will you," senator Piatt asked, '.'tell 


the committee how much Cuban sugar, 
if any has been purchased and is now 
held by your company?"' 


'"Since early in February last we have 


purchased 50,000 tons or 250,000 ba»:s or 
about ten days' supply," replied the wit- 
ness. 


"Of that quantity 26,000 tons is now in 


process of shipment from Cuba." 


The prices paid had, he said, ranged 


froTii $1.75 to ;?U);j, the highest price bo- 
ing paid on .March 13,.and the lowest on 
April -2-2. 


"Whure do you buy your raw sugar?" 
''All ovei^ the world, in Cuba, Java, 


Hamburg, Trieste, the British West In- 
dies, South America, wherever suqtir is 
grown.'' 


"Does the 50,000 tons you nicntiou rep- 


resent your entire purchases in Cuba 
since the first of January?" 


"No; we have bought all told 93.000 


tions of Cuban sugars during the present 
year, or about three-foxirths of a month's 
supply, our consumption 
being 
about 


35,000 tons per week." 


"Do you control any sugar in Cuba 


other th^n that purchased?" 


"None, whatever in any manner." , 
"Have yau taken any options on Cu- 


ban sugars?" 
„ 


"I have not." 
•'Have you made any advance on any 


Cuban sugar?" 


"None whatever.'' 
'\So that you wish to be understood as 


saying that the amount you liaye men- 
tioned as having purchased represents 
your entire interest, direct and indirect 
in Cuban sugar?" 


''That is the statement I make." 
/ 


Continuing Mr. Havemeyer said tbe 


entire Cuban sugar crop is about 750,000 
tons but that much of it has been with- 
held from the market in view of possi- 
ble toritt' concessions to be made by con- 
gress. On this account 
his 
purchases 


had been only about one-third'of the av- 
erage of other years. On this account 
too, the purchases had been made "prin- 
cipally at outports, where the storage 
facilities were poor, rather than at Hav- 
ana. 
The purchases from the outports 


had caused most of the shipments to be 
made from those ports rather than from 
Havana, where the company has about 
45,000 tons stored. The purchasers at the 
outports had caused the sales there to 
be made on a parity wjth the beet sugar 
prices. 


Speaking of the capacity of his com- 


pany he said that it refined Go- per cent 
of the American refined product. 


He added that the percentage of this 


company's product compared to tlio en- 
tire sugar consumption of the United 
States was about 50 per cent*. La.«t year 
liis company produced 1,200,000 f.om of 
the refined sugar, while the consumption 
was -2,400.000 tons.

Returning to the purchases of Cuban 


sugar for thp present year Mr.- Have- 
mtv'pr gave figures of purclinsi's fur-ol.lv 
er years to show UK- relative volume of 


current acquisitions, sayng that tin 


1892, 
254,000 tons had been bought; in 


1803, 246,000 tons; in 1894, 321,000 tons. 


In rep/y to other questions he said 


that the price of raw sugar in the Unit- 
ed States is fixed by the beet market 
prices iu Hamburg. The price there fix- 
es the selling price for the entire world, 
said Mr. Havemeyer. On the subject of 
the price of Cuban sugar he said that 
his company could not determine their 
price. 


'•We have," he said, "no control over 


them whatever; they do not belong to 
us." 


'•'Cuba has to scJl her sugar in this 


market, hasn't she?" 


"No, that is not true. She can sell in 


England, for instance, if she is desirous 
to do so. England could take theyentire 
Cuban crop." 


Mr. Platt then asked: 
"Suppose "the 


United States should make a concession 
of say twenty or twenty-five per cent in 
the tariff rates on Cuban sugar, couldn't 
you refuse to buy the Cuban product ex- 
cept at your own rates and thus secure 
the benefit of the concession?" 


"In no way," was the reply. "Cuba 


would be under no obligations to sell, to 
us, because, as I have said, the Cuban 
producers could find other markets.'' 


"All the duty has been taken c.ff of 


Porto Rican sugar; do you get that su- 
gar any cheaper on. that account?" 


'•Xot at all." 
"How about the Hawaiian product?" 
"We are under contract for the entire 


350,000 tons produced in Hawaii. There 
is no tariff 
on that product, but the 


price is not affected 
by that circum- 


stance." 
: 


"Ft has been stated that .in case • the 


suggested concessioii is made the .sugar 
trust, will be in .a position to oblige, pro- 
ducer^ to 
make such reductions that 


you will secure the entire benefit. of the 
legislation — Is that truer" 


"We could not 'oblige' any reduction. 


In case of a concession to Cuban sugar 
the price might be lowered, say 
oue- 


sixteenth of a cent a pound, but that 
would be nothing as compared to the re- 
duction in the tariff rate, which would 
amount to about one-third of a cent a 
pound. Even so great a reduction as I 
.have mentioned would depend on the ne- 
cessity for marketing and if there should 
be any pressure of that account the ne- 
cessity, would be that of producers and 
would not -be ours/'1

MEETS DEATH 


UNDER CARS 


Run Down and Fearfully 
Mangled 


by Freight Train While Crossing 


Track on Her Way to Work. 


LIVED BUT A SHORT,TIME 


Died as She Was Being Removed to 


Her Home—Police Ambulance 


Slow in Arriving. 


TRIPPED AND FELL AS SHE 


WAS CROSSING THE TRACK 


Loaded Oil Car Caught Her Before She 


Cnuld Get Up and Kscape—Accident 


Occurred Shortly After 7 O'clock 


East of the Plo\v Work*. 


Miss Mabel I. Shaw, aged 24 years, left 


•her home, No. 1016 Center street, "short- 
ly after 7 o'clock this morning, for .the 
ilorliek Food factory, where she was 
employed as stenographer. On the wajr 
she met Misses Annie Groelcy, B, Emer- 
son and Mamie Kane. Twenty minutes 
later she lay under a Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul freight car, at the Water 
street crossing, just east of the J. I. Case 
Plow works, with both legs cut off above 
the knees, hips crushed; body and face 
cut and bruised. Here slic remained in 
a dying condition for twenty-five min- 
utes, with a large crowd of people stand- 
ing about, all complaining because of the. 
delay of the police ambulance in arriv- 
ing. 


Drs. F. R. Garlock and son, local sur- 


geons of the road., were there. 
Under, 


their instructions Policeman Harms and 
City Marshal Baumstark tenderly picked 
the horribly .nianglecl „..young' lady Tip; 
placed her on a stretchier, lifted her-into, 
the ambulance and "started for her home,. 
On the way she died and was carried 
into the house, which she left only a 
short time before in a happy, and cheer- 
ful frame 
of mind, cold in death. The 


anguish of the poor mother and other 
members of the household was 
pitiful, 


the mother 'being completely prostrated 
and is in a critical condition from 
the 


fearful shock. 


The 'scene of the. accident is a danger- 


ous one for pedestrians. The Chicago, 
Milwaukee 
& St. 
I-&M 
tracks cross 


Water street at that point. A locomo- 
tive and cars coming from the south can- 
not be seen," a large red building hiding 
the view. 


Miss Shaw and the young ladies men- 


tioned above, were hurrying across the 
flats, the distance being short to the 
Horlick Food factory. 
The switch eiit 


gine of the St. Paul company, in charge 
of Robert McFarlane, was backing down 
eight or nine cars. 
The first ear was 


loaded with a tank filled with oil for 
the Standard Oil company. 
The . girls 


saw the cars coming. 
Eye witnesses 


state that Miss Shaw and Miss Groeloy 
started and ran diagonally across the 
track, cutting into the street. 


Miss. Grocley succeeded in get-ting 


across in safety, but Miss Shaw tripped 
and fell and the ear loaded with the oil 
•tank, caught her before she could get up 
and get out of the way. 
The wheels 


passed across both limbs and also the 
wheels of three other cars ran over her, 
•her body being,rolled and dragged some 
twenty feet. 


Percy Armstrong and others wit- 


nessed the accident. They ran 
to the 


injured girl, who was still alive but fear- 
fully mangled. No one attempted 
to 


pick the young lady tip,, for she was suf- 
fering untold agony and moaning pltc- 
ously. 


Word was sent for the police ambu- 


lance, but it was fully twenty-five min- 
utes coming and Fire and Police Com- 
missioner Cape and others on the scene 
were wrathy at the delay and spoke 
their minds freely, Mr. Cape stating 
that he'would make an investigation and 
ascertain "why'-there was so much delay. 


When a representative of the Journal 


arrived and spoke to the injured girl, 
-'whom he had known for years, she was 
unable to recognize him, and it could be 
seen that she was nearing vdeatiu 
It 


was a most heart-rending and 
awful 


scene and many present .shed tears. 


The terrible shock to the 
mother, 


father and sisters and brothers, was in- 
deed pitiful. 
For a young and lovely 


woman to leave home in the 
happiest 


frame of mind and in less than an hour 
to be brought in mangled and dead, is 
one of the incidents of 
life hard to de-

Coroner Jonas Hoyle was immediately 


notified of the "young lady's death, em- 
paneled a jury and proceeded to hold an 
inquest. 


Doctors L. F. and F..R. Garlock, the 


surgeons of the St. Paul road, stated 
that Miss Shaw's body was .terribly: 
mangled and that:no hopes of recovery 
were entertained after the first examina- 
tion of the'body. The cars liad passed, 
over the body, severing .the left leg at' 
the groin, the, right leg had been cut 
lengthwise from the hip to 
the knee, 


the whels .had also pased over the abdo- 
men and cvit-the bowels, and both legs 
had been cut a. second time just below 
the knees. 


Miss" Shaw breathed her last as she 


was being carried into her home from 
the ambulance. 


The relatives of Miss Shaw were near- 


ly paraiyzejl with the shock, and the 
scene at the home upon the arrival of 
the bocly*was indeed a most sad and pit- 
iable one to behold.

Miss Shaw the coroner empaneled a jar;.. 
The body was viewed and also the scenes 
of' the accident.

When the speaker 
put the motion a great cheer from both 
sides of the house went up in support of 
Mr. Dulzell's motion while only a few 
scattering noes arose in demand for the 
other side. 


"It is apparent,'' observed iir. Craem- 


er, looking about him, "that they are all 
in the barrel on this side as on that." 


Mr. Kichardson, the minority leader, 


opposed the adoption of the rule not. as 
he said, with'the expectation of. defeat- 
ing it.

The committee, he said, courted inves- 


tigation. 


At this point Mr. Goklfogle (N. Y.)

Mr. Bull 
was considerably 
injured in his light 


with the eagle. The only weapon Mr. 
Bull had to defend himself-was a large 
cane which he carried,'but with this he 
finally dealt the bird a'crifshmg blow on 
the head and this ended the struggle. 


The eagle measures sixty inches Irom 


the lip of one ;wing to the tip of itlie 
other. It was heavy and^lleshy ami the 
leathers were very fine', and 'is believed 
to be about fifteen years old.:

WASHINGTON, April 29.—The house 


has passed the omnibus public building 
bin.

29'.—Immed- 


iately upon the convening of the house 
today Mr. Dalzell (Penn.) from the com- 
mittee on rule?, presented the special or- 
der for the consideration of the omnibus 
public building bill under the "terms of 
which the bill without opportunity for 
amendment would be'brought to a direct 
vote after three hours of general debate. 


Mr. C'raemer (N. Y.) raised the 'point 


of order that the special order suspend- 
ed the rule which permitted the offering 
of amendments and that no rule could 
be suspended without a two-thirds vote. 
The speaker overruled the point of or- 
der, 
whereupon Mr. Craemer 
appealed 


from the decision of the chair. 


Mr. Dalzell promptly moved to lay the 


appeal on the table. When the speaker 
put the motion a great cheer from both 
sides of the house went up in support of 
Mr. Dalzell's motion while only a few 
scattering noes arose in demand for the 
other side. 


"It is apparent," observed Mr, Craem- 


er, looking about him, "thsft they are all 
in the barrel on this side as on that." 


Mr. Richardson, the minority leader, 


opposed the adoption of the rule not. as 
he said, with the expectation of, defeat-, 
ing it. Proceeding, 
he. said .that)Mr. 


Craemer was mistaken |in Baying th'a.t; all 
had "pork in the barrel." 
' 


Mr. Richardson said he had none. He 


had not asked for1 any. but he was un- 
alterably opposed to this method of leg- 
islation. It could not be justified, he 
said, by any course of reasoning. There 
was ample time for the consideration of 
the separate items in the bill. This was 
simply a proposition 
which 
compelled/ 


members to vote for a wholesale appro- 
priation of about $10,000,000 for public 
buildings or not have any public build- 
ing legislation at this session. 


Mr. Merder-, (Neb.) chairman of the 


committee 
on 
public 
buildings and 


grounds, in support of the rulo said;.tbat 
his committee nad considered bills car- 
rying 
appropriations aggregating 
$07,- 


000,000. The committee recognized the 
necessity for public buildings, but all 
could not be provided for at this session 
of congress. There would be other con- 
gresses, he said, after this.. The com- 
mittee had carefully considered all the 
bills and the bill to be considered in this 
.rule had been the result. 


The committee, he said, courted inves- 


tigation. 
. 


At this point Mr, Goklfogle (N. Y.): 


interrupted Mr. Mercer to ask whether 
he 
thought Xe\v York city had 
been 


treated fairly in the bill. ... .. 


"Let me May now," replied Mr. Mer- 


cer, "that the three gentlemen from.'JCew 
York who have been occupying the time 
of this house demanding legislation lor 
New York, have done more than all oth- 
er influences comoincd to retard it." 


Much to the amusement 'of the house 


he proceeded to score Messrs, 'Craemer, 
Lester and' Goldt'oglc for t'heir misdi- 
rected efforts, 
had the legislation de- 


pended upon them, he said, there would 
have been nothing in the bill for New 
York city. He declared New York had 
been treated magnificently in the bill. 
'A commission was to select a site \utli- 


.., out limit of cost. That commission, he 


said, would have many problems to solve 
and it would require from six months to 
two years to secure a site. After the 
site was selected the building could be 
provided for. The rule was then adopt- 
ed 160 to 33. 


Mr. Sims demanded the ayes and noes 


but his demand was supported by only 
ten members—not a sufficient number. 


The three hours' debate upon tho bill 


then began, it having been arranged that 
"Mr. Mercer (Neb.) and Mr. Bankhead 
(Ala.) should control the. timo on the 
respective sides. Mr. Douglas (N, Y.) 
to whom Mr. Mercer yielded, devoted 
twenty minutes to pointing out the ne- 
cessity for a new public building in New 
York." 


The debate that followed was devoted 


almost exclusively to 
the personal ex- 


planation of members regarding 
their 


efforts in behalf 
of buildings in which 


they were .interested. Mr. Farley (111.) 
spoke of his efforts to secure a Building 
at Oak Park, 111.

Mr. Goldfogle (N. Y.) replied to the 


remarks of Mr. Mercer delivered earlier 
in the session->in defense of-his course, 
and that of his colleagues relative to the 
New York postoffice matter. 


Mr. Mercer 
interrupted to repeat 


what he had said earlier in the day and 
to add the further .statement that Mr. 
Cum in ings (X. Y. whom he dc'.scribptl as 
the "noblest Roman of 
them all," had 


done everything in hi* power to advance 
the New York postoftice project by fur- 
nishing the committee with data and in- 
formation, 
but he'insisted .-that Mr. 


Goldfogle and some of i.js colleagues 


impeded tho progress of the matter. 


Tin's statement involved/him in a live- 


ly controversy with Mr. Goldfogle, 
in 


the course of whieh,'.Mr. Mercer raised a 
laugh by saying' that two . New York 
members had • this morning asked him 
who his colleague from New York (Mr. 
Goldfogle) was-.

Charles Bull Slays Largest One of 


Bald-headed Species Ever

The largest 
American 
bald-headed 


eagle ever seen' in Wisconsin was killed 
by ex-County Clerk Charles Bull last 
Sunday afternoon about 2 o'clock on his 
farm near Gatliff station, after a fierce 
battle with the bird of prey. Mr. Bull 
was considerably 
injured in his tight 


with the eagle. The only weapon Mr. 
Bull had to defend himself-was a large 
cane, which he carried,'but with this he 
finally dealt the bird a'crifshing blow on 
the head'and this ended the struggle.' 


The eagle measures sixty inches ipm. 


the tip of one ;wing to the tip of tthe 
other. It was heavy and; fleshy and the 
feathers were very fine, and Is believed 
to be about fiftecri years old. 


Sunday'afternoon Mr. Bull was taking 


a walk about the fields to see if the cat- 
tle were in the right field, fearing that 
they might have broken through the 
fence. After walking but a short dis- 
tance he was attracted by the fluttering 
sounds an dthe cries of the eagle, which 
he saw crawling along the ground. Mr. 
Bull was curious' to know what such a 
large bird was and. he npproached it. 
No sooner had Mr. Bull conic Ticar the 
bird than he was attacked and a fierce 
fight between mand and bird followed. 
' The eagle had boon winged by some 
hunter's gun and was unable to ily but 
a very short distance. Mr. Bull finally 
proved the victor and brought his trophy 
to the house where it has since been ex- 
amined by scores 
of people and pro- 


nounc-ed the largest ever seen in this sec- 
tion. 


Bald eagles have not been seen in this 


vicinity for many years. Mr. Bull has 
no idea where the bird came from, but 
it must have traveled many hundreds of 
miles before reaching this county. Mr. 
Bull will have the remains of the bird 
mounted bv a taxidermist.

river in a valley. The tornado came 
down the valley, sweeping everything 
before it. It .struck the town in. the 
business district and about one-third of 
the stores were wrecked. 


A hard rain succeeded the storm and 


stocks were ruined,. damaging what had 
not been destroyed by the wind. 
TJie 


western portion of the residence section 
,of the town was struck. Here was lo- 
.cated most of the fine residences. The 
town being a small one, but a noted 
health resort, some of these houses were 
commodious and well furnished. 


The frame1 houses were simply torn 


asunder and scattered. 
The inmates had 


no warning of the impending calamity 
and it was here that all the fatalities 
occurred. There were many miraculous 
escapes and many failed to escape. How 
many cannot be told until communica- 
tion has* been reopened. 


The residence.of Mrs. Conncll, o;ie of 


those wrecked, caught fire and with two 
others was burned. 


The property loss is roughly estimated 


at a quarter of a million dollars. 
It 


may prove to be much greater when all 
the facts arc known, for there arc un- 
doubtedly other 
sections which 
have 


been devastated up and down the river 
valley. It may be several days before 
the 
entire story 
of the disaster 
is 


known. 


The town is cut off from wire com- 


munication and all the facts have conic 
from neighboring towns which, have been 
cached by refugees. 


Glen Rose is the county scat, has a 


lopulation of about 800 persons. 


The Fort Worth and Rio Grande will 


•tin a special train to the stricken town 
his morning-. Aboard will be supplies 
or the sufferers.

''In political circles some exceedingly 
•interesting developments, says the Mil- 
\vaiikec Sentinel, are expected in the near

JThere have been reports and rumors 
vithout number, all dealing with what 
he league intended to do, and some of 
hem from the standpoint of the govern- 
or's interests, went so far as to put the 
Tganization out of business. Instead of 
paying attention to these reports the 
eague has steadily pursued its course 
and carried on the work of organization. 
The poll of the state has been secured 
and the work of the press bureau con- 
ducted. 


As evidence that this work has gone 


;ar to more firmly fix the sentiment in 
opposition to the rcnomination of Gov- 
ernor La Follette can be cited the fact 
that in nearly every locality where there 
iias bten a test between the conservative 
Rpublicans 
and .the supporters of La 


Follette the result'has been a most force- 
ful victory for the league. This is not 
ably true in some of the counties of the 
Third congressional district. In Sank 
county, for instance, the issue was di- 
rect, and the same is true of some of the 
other counties in a section of the state 
which heretofore has always been look- 
ed upon as solid for La Follette. Then 
too, the action of the Third district con- 
vention, in failing to indorse the govern- 
or, despite the reports that no attempt 
was made by his supporters at the con- 
vention, shows a most favorable change 
in the political sentiment of that section 
of tho state. The league is keeping 
thoroughly advised in Reference to coneli 
tions in fevery county in the state ami 
from this time will more actively inter 
est the Republicans of Wisconsin in be

MUtake in Disclosing Weakness

Tho admiraltj 
officials asserted stoutly that an o'bvious 
breaoh of the rules of .service must have 
been committed without the knowledge 
of Lord Charlea, and that n ..private let 
ter had been published improperly, • es 
pecially as it contained evidence of con 
fidential communications with the an 
thorities. Lord Charles, .meanwhile, im? 
ben returned to parliament as a resul 
of the movement' for strengthening thi 
navy started by this letter. 


Lord diaries admits in'today's Time 


that the publication of the letter was i 
grave mistake, for which he alone wa 
responsible.

The prejudice throughout the country 


against the big meat packing concerns is 
not without some reason. The advance 
in prices, it would seem, have not re- 
Bulted^in the shipper securing that meas- 
ure of advance his due, rather that ser- 
ira ol figures show that no such propor- 
tional advance 
as has been made in 


prices has gone to- the cattle raiser. 
Again- figures are given to show that 
tbere->ds no such shortage in cattle and 
other live stock as has been claimed £0 
be tfhe'Case. The increase in hog re- 
ceipts set Chicago 
for the first 
four 


months has been 29,772.774 over snmc 
time as last year, but the cattle decrease 
has been in pounds less than 0,000,000 
Statements are being made that millions 
of potmds of dressed meats put up 
at 


the prices of the past summer are being 
shipecl to consumers from 
out of cold 


storage houses, and that the packers 
have also secured 'millions of pounds of 
poultry and 'hundreds of thousands of 
eggs for which the people are putting 
immense profits into the hands of the 
combination. 


It is also asserted .that packers enjoy 


a great, advantage dn that they are per- 
mitted by railroaxls to, after ' loading a 
car -with dressed meats, to fill the floor 
space with poultry and other produce. 
This seems to be a new feature and 
gives the combine an advantage over 
other shippers, of coui'se, by the amount 
of freight they would pay for the poultry 
and produce alone. 


But what is worse is the charges made 


that the freight rebates that the rail- 
roads have been paying to tlie packers 
will amount to about $o,000,GOQ a year, 
though the. amount is placed low as 
$3,000,000 and ft has been said that the 
recent government injunctions against 
certain roads resulted in the roads be- 
ing obliged to cease paying these rebates 
and in conseqiience the la-far squeezing 
of the public resulted to make up the 
difference. 
Other charges made that 


the system of buying, of .soiling in cer- 
tain territory, of the credit system, in- 
sure a monopoly for the- great packing 
houses and have placed the retail meat 
dealers in a condition of practical depen- 
dence upon the trust. 


Chicago papers havr given columns of 


space to this trust and other trusts, and 
figures that indicate whether or not the 
law will give relief, tlmt the .sooner the 
American people do en a ft 
a constitu- 


tional provision and make it enforceable 
by the government on pain of impeach- 
ment, that will effectually destroy every 
trust that resorts to trade conspiracies 
and freight rebates, the better 
for the 


people it will be. 


As to the meat trust, it is now from 


accounts not a trust of combined con 
cerns but a combination by agreements 
that is perfectly able to insure not only 
its prices everywhere, but the collection 
of tributes at whatever rate it is pleased 
to make. The only essape is the inter- 
ference of the cmirts in compelling every 
railroad to at once cease the freight re- 
bates, and in congress opening the mar 
kets of the world promptly, for the pro- 
tective tariff never wa« made to net as 
an instrument of oppression for the peo 
pie, and in the government compelling 
the cessation of every practice that re 
sembles any trade conspiracy or inter- 
ference with an orderly business. 


Again, the trust is charged with con- 


trolling the fruit trade and only a short 
time since the fruit shippers of the coast 
succeeded in getting a decision that 
compels the railroads to 
ship the car- 


loads of fruit precisely as the shippers 
indicate, that is the roads, can no longer 
be permitted to route the fruit cars, 
this the shipers alone, should, of course, 
have the right to do. 


'The combinations 
defend themselves 


fry the asseverations that the increased 
prices-of cattle and other live stock 
obliges them to increase their price and 
some well meaning people have taken 
such position.

A XOX-PARTISA.V JUDICIARY. 
That the pretense of non-partisanship 


in the judiciary has 'been abandoned in 
some quarters is shown in the demands 
that have been made by Chicago Repub- 
licans that the nomination of judges be 
remanded back to the people, who alone 
are interested in the composition of the 
material that decides upon matters of 
a\v and the evidence. They have grown 
;ired of the referring to the members of 
the bar alone for the_, nominating of 
judges and in viewing the composition of 
the bench as thus made up are entirely 
unable to see where the not!-partisan- 
ship of it comes in. That judges should, 
however, be chosen at a period when ar- 
rlent political campaigns are not on, 
that is to say, that elections for judges 
hould be held in the spring is admitted 
and this feature is advised and insisted 
upon, but that the ehosing of the mater- 
ial for the judiciary should be left alone 
to the bar is being disputed. 


The fact that nearly 2,000 
lawyers 


took part in & primary of their own in 
Chicago to choose candidates to be sub- 
mitted for endorsement for judgeships 
and the manner of their decision, makes 
more certain that partisanship appears 
no matter how things are worked. The 
Bar association, it seems, so arranged it

Acording to admissions of prominent 


packers this alarming condition prevails 
nil over the yards. In nearly all the big 
plants large rmmbers of men are being 
laid off and the packing business is in a 
state of demoralization such as it has 
not, 
experienced in years. 


Packers arc forced to admit that the 


government 
agitation of the dressed 


meat combination, backed by the con- 
sumers in all parts of the. country who 
refuse to pay the. high figure,, is already 
proving disastrous. 


The shipments of dressed

•yards have so decreased during the last, 
ten days that cars are piling up in the 
railway yards with alarming rapidity. 


CATTLE SHIPMENTS ABE CUT.

girls are known to have been killed and 
more than a score injured during a 
panic a* the cigar factory of H.arburger, 
Honmn & Co., Tenth street and Wash- 
ington avenue, at 12:15 
this afternoon. 


The company employs over COO girls. 


A deaf and dumb boy employed in the 


factory caught his hand in the elevator 
and in his effort to make his mishap 
known he rushed into the midst of a 
group of girls, excitedly waving his 
hand, from which, blood was dripping. 
Some person cried '"Fire!" and immedi- 
ately there was a rush for the stairway 
of the building. The cntsTi was so great 
that many of the girls turned back and 
rushed for the windows. Before tltey 
could be"restrained from jumping, a 
score or more bad hurled themselves to 
the street, several being crushed to 
death. 


Ambulances were quickly on the scene, 


and the dead and injured were hurried 
to the hospitals. 


The section of the city where the acci- 


dent occurred is densely populated and 
nearly all the employes lived 
in the 


neighborhood. The families of the dead 
and injured were quickly on the scene 
and the screams of the mothers and sis- 
ters of supposed victims were heart-, 
rending. The police officials 
say that 


those^who were killed were crushed 
to 


death in the jam on the stairway as 
they made 
a mad rush to gain the 


street. Hundreds of/girls were packed 
in the hallway leading to the street and 
those who were killed, fainted, and were 
tramped on and crushed to death by 
their 
excited 
companions. Already 


there have been twenty girls and ono 
man admitted to the Pennsylvania hos- 
pital, where the physicians say several 
are fatally injured. Ten more girls were 
taken to the Hahemaim hospital, but 
none are believed to be fatally injured.
